It’s 33 Years Late

STOCKHOLM (UPI>-Dr. George 
von Bekesy of Harvard University 
was awarded the 1961 N o b e l 
Prize for medicine today for the 
research work he carried out 33 
years ago on the human ear. 


Technically, he was honored for 
his discoveries of the physical 
mechanism of stimulation within 
the cochlea. The cochlea is a divi­ 
sion of the labyrinth of the ear, 
shaped like the coil of a snail 
shell. 
What he did was to examine 
and explain the ear’s selectivity— 
and discrimination—of tones. Von 
Bekesy, who went to the United 


States from 
Hungary 
in 
1947, 
helped ear specialists around the 
world to diagnose and fight var­ 
ious ear diseases as a result of 
his studies. 


Von Bekesy, who is a world 
famous ear expert, will receive 
250,232 Swedish crowns—$48,300— 
as his prize. 


The announcement of the award 
for medicine was the first of this 
year’s Nobel Prizes set up by 
Swedish 
scientist 
Afred 
Nobel, 
the inventor of dynamite, who

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Kennedy today 
reaffirmed strong opposi 
tion to admitting Red China 
to the United Nations or 
any U.N. components. 


Kennedy, in an unusual state­ 
ment, also emphasized the Ameri­ 
can position that the Chinese Na­ 
tionalist government of Chiang 
Kai-shek rightfully represents Chi 
na in the United Nations. 


Kennedy’s statement was un­ 
usual in that he had it prepared 
for his news conference last week 
in the expectation he would be 
asked about this country’s current 
position on Red China. The sub­ 
ject was not raised by reporters 
and Kennedy decided to say noth 
ing for the moment. 


Since the news conference, how­ 
ever, there have been reports 
and interpretations indicating a 
possible shift, however slight, in 
the American position, partly be 
cause of this government’s ex 
ploration of the idea of recogniz 
ing Outer Mongolia with a view 
to ultimate U.N. admission. 


In the light of these unofficial 
commentaries. 
Press 
Secretary 
Pierre Salinger was asked today 
whether there had been any pol 
icy change. 


He started to answer the ques­ 
tion himself, but instead related 
the circumstances of the prepared 
but undelivered Kennedy s t a t e - 
ment. 
He had a secretary get the 
stalement from the files and read 
it to reporters as a current state­ 
ment by the Chief Executive. 


"The United States has always 
considered the government of the 
Republic of China the only right­ 
ful 
government 
representing 
China and has always given full 
support to the position and to all 
the rights of that government in 
the United Nations," the state­ 
ment said. 


"Therefore, the United States 
firmly opposes the entry of the 
Chinese Communists into the Unit­ 
ed Nations or into any of the 
components of the United Na­ 
tions," it said.

The Scandinavian 
Young Dream Very 
Large Dreams, Too

A morning-long tour of the vast port of Gothen­ 
burg, one of the busiest in the world nearly made 
me a sailor. 
Difficult to bridle imagination, it is, and stifle 
excitement as you stand at the stem of a VIP 
cabin cruiser and watch — almost touch, really— 
big freighters, huge tankers and luxurious passen­ 
ger liners flowing in and out bound for, or arriving 
from, even most exotic lands. Y’ou want to go 
somewhere. 
Captain Stig Axelson, erudite and polished 
general manager of the Port of Gothenburg, just 
returned from Philadelphia and New York, made no 
comparisons. This would reflect the captain’s quiet 
conviction that his fluid domain was second to 
none. 
Indeed in his gracious and informative discus­ 
sions about Sweden’s truly first industry—shipping 
and ship-building — there might have been a sug­ 
gestion that perhaps there is something left for us 
Americans to learn. 
I ('ouldn’t have agreed more’ heartily. My im­ 
mediate fancy was to earn first brass on the bridge 
of the Gripsholm. 


A dozen of us from the South Jersey Mission 
to Sweden party were riding the harbor as others, 
helped superintend creation of automobiles at the 
Volvo plant, ball bearings at SKF which has an 
important subsidiary in Philadelphia, better bank 
statements at Svenska Handelsbanken. a leading 
commercial institution, and bigger ships at AB 
Gotaverken, Scandinavia’s largest shipyard. 
This tour was a revelation. Harbor traffic was 
nearly as busy as that on Broad Street and to a 
landlubber nearly as confusing at times. 
It was fascinating. More especially as our sleek 
cruiser docked only a few yards from a newly 
built 60,000 ton-freighter just seconds before it slid 
down the ways and hit the water with a resound­ 
ing splash while a band played the Swedish na­ 
tional anthem at formal launching ceremonies. 
This section of the harbor narrowed to a few 
hundred yards. On a previous launching an 80,000- 
ton tanker pranced across the deep and plowed in­ 
to dock installations on the opposite side with a 
most discouraging crunch. 
They took no chances with this latest-fashioned 
Alabama. They attached a chain drag and spread 
a half dozen snubnosed tugs in mid-harbor to 
tackle her in case she got too frisky with the first 
exhilarating feel of the blue. 
It reminded me of the Eagles ganging up to 
stop Cleveland’s Jimmy Brown. 


The some 60 business, industrial and govern­ 
ment people making up the Mission were mightily 
impressed with their reception in Stockholm, in 
Gothenburg, and later in Malmo, the Pittsburgh of 
Sweden. 
The significant visit was not unexpected, to 
be sure. Yet, response of business, industrial and 
government leaders of these cities together with 
the cooperation of the U.S. Embassy and Consulate 
plus the help of the local chambers of commerce, 
were in a sense overwhelming. 
lf the Swedish folk were open-handed and 
tremendously interested in entertaining and show­ 
ing their guests key industrial and business estab­ 
lishments, the Mission itself was no less prepared 
to respond in kind with nicely arranged receptions 
and, equally important, meticulously planned and 
highly dramatic and effective presentations of the 
.South Jersey story. 
This sort of thing left no doubt anywhere as 
to the purpose and sincerity of the mission, as to 
the inherent capacity of Americans to become 
quickly attuned to attitudes of their friends abroad. 
I was becoming more persuaded that our ob­ 
jective of encouraging exchange of business bene­ 
fits between American and Swedish industrialists 
was hitting target. 


Gothenburg is an important port city of a half 
million people. In character it is cosmopolitan with 
more of the delicate blend of the modern with the 
ancient. 
Our hotel, the Park Avenue, would compare 
with the newest and l>est here. Three blocks away 
the City Opera Center is 200 years old. 
In the theater district I was tempted by m ar­ 
quees with such offerings as “ My Fair Lady,’’ Por­ 
gy and Bess,” “Midsummer Night’s Dream.” A 
bit of quick research disclosed all were in Swedish 
and, having enjoyed these classics on earlier oc­ 
casions at home, I used notable restraint. 
Anyhow, earlier in the afternoon I had spent a 
somewhat frustrating, 
although enjoyable 
hour 
with Erie Wigforss, editor of the Gothenburg Han- 
dels-Och Sjofarts Tidnings, the city’s major news­ 
paper, in his double-doored office atop the publi­ 
cation’s home. 


You haven’t heard anything until you get two 
editors together—one able to communicate in noth­ 
ing but simplest of imperfect English and the 
other completely ban en of the Swedish phrase—

The East Germans apparently 
take the position that official 
American automobiles can cross 
the border without checks but the 
occupants of private automobiles 
must identify themselves.
